Goshen appeared willing, for thi; Bake 
of harmony among thu Liberul.s, to 
take refuge under Mr. Gladstone's um- 
brella. 

Gladstone's maQifestOj^he most del- 
phic utterance he ever made, has provnd 
the motit successful paniplilel ecring of 
bis life, .The document wii.'^ setreily is- 
sued to liis political cnllca;^ues jus early 
as last iMoiiday; iu tir.st precept ilile ef- 
fect was a palpable beLvveeti jMr. Ju.scpli 
Chamberlain, Lord Hartingtou and Sir 
Wm, Yernon Harcourt. The.se are 
moat powerful leaders next to tlie c.v- 
Premier in the Liberal party. All are 
ambitious men and they had biM-ii pull- 
ing ft])art. Each was taking a large 
following along. The Radieal.s were go- 
ing were going with Chaiiil)erlnin, the 
Whigs with Hartingtou, and Harcourt 
was endeavoring to hold the iMoilcr 
ates together. The Liberal jmrty wa.s 
being rent to pieces. The manifesto put 
a atop to the ri])ping, and the tliverging 
triumvirate at once set to work to re- 
place the btiLches, and with °atih effort 
came closer together. To diy, a week 
only having elapsed, the Liberal party, 
in Great Britain at least, is a solid 
unit. Chamberlain may be said to be 
the most rebellious leader in the whole 
Liberal j)arty. Before Mr. Gladi-lone's 
uttei'ance, Oliainberlaia'n Kadicul cam- 
paing tour inuiuded Glasgow, where no 
doubt vraa entertained that lie would 
repeat his pronounced ind('])eiHJenee, 
but the orator spoke in Glasgow after 
hu had pciu.scd I'io iriuiiiCe«tu, and his 
B|)eQch displayed a ))ractioal abandon- 
ment of Ilia independent radicaliHui, 
and adoption of the policy of oppor- 
tunism, and so it has been with Lord 
Hartington and Sir William Yernon 
Harcourt, They have also indicated 
complete submission to Gladstone. 
There are two ex])laiiiitionH to ihe.se re- 
markable .submissions. No one doubts 
tliat if these three leadiTi: bad followed 
the coiirKcs they had nwip|ie(l out for 
tlieiii.selveH, the Liberal party would 
liave been disniernbered. It was pretty 
generilly thought that Gladstone was 
tired of public life, and had decided to 
remain out of it. He was implored to 
reconsider thin deterniinalioii, and an- 
Bume management of the |)reHeiit cam- 
paign, for his party's success in tliis 
campaign was essentia! to the contin- 
ued existence of the Liberal party as a 
party and absolute unity was the requi- 
site of success. jMr. Gladstone demand- 
ed submission as Lho price of his leader- 
ship. It is, of cour.se, [jossiblc to sup- 
pose that Chamberlain, Hartington and 
Harcourt consented to drop (liidr dif- 
ferences out of pure desire to accoin- 
p.ljsli the success of thei|- party as a 
•whole, and to obtain tliis result pay 
ilr. Gladstone's price, but uo doubt 
can be cnttu-tained that eacli one of 
those three men h.a.i been ambitious to 
BUeceed "the grand old man" in 
the leadership. Oircunistaiices have de- 
monstrated tliab the party will at pre- 
sent accept no leader but him, and that 
■without him restoration to power in 
ioijjossible. The BU[)position is that j\Ir. 
Gladstone has consented to lend his 
party back to ])Ower, and is deterniin- 
gd after ito lodgment thei-e to retire 
periBanentl/. This would aflord a most 



reasonable explanation of the conduct 
of the three submissive leaders, for iu 
this case they would bo playing for a 
stake worth their while. In this latter 
event the leadership to attain would be 
that of a uniteti party, adhesive will; 
jjower, a thing imnieiusely diderent 
from factional success. Many things go 
to show that the latter supposition is 
tin? correct explanation of the turn af- 
fairs have taken. In tiie opening sent 
ences of his manifesto Gladstone uses 
the following sii,'nilicant statement: "It 
will not bo possible for me to appear 
in tlie new-Pailiament after the first 
session." This is accepted as iai distinct 
assertion by Mr. Gladstone that lio in- 
tends if victorious to conliiie himself lo 
the work of forming a ministry, and 
after remaining in olliee long enough 
to assure the suecessful working of his 
established goverinenial inaubinery<f to 
retire permanently to private life. • 

It is every where apparent that the 
ex Premier's eilbrt baa secured a mar- 
velous iind in.stantanoous restoration of 
unity in the Ijiberal party, and ha.s 
giveti it lighting trim, it is tboroughiy 
ii vivilied. Its political agents in the 
country already report butter prospects, 
and the obliteration of dissension and 
consolidation on single candidate.^. It 
is al.so runiored that the ]iowers of the 
local caucus are being revived and that 
tliey are resuming the work of the 
election of candidates and orgauizing 
for the canvass. 

The Tory press criticises Mr. Glad- 
stone's address as "perplexing, ambigu- 
ou.s, halting, one of the most inaeourato 
|)olitical documents ever issued to the 
public and a menv travesty of home 
and foreign affairs." Even the Liberal 
Journals admit that the manifesto is 
vaguo and difl'uso, but that it has been 
extraordinarily oHeetive lins been over- 
whcliuingly attested, and that result 
undoubtetlly was what Sir. Gladstone 
di'sired, and the very vagueness and 
ditrusiveness whicli cbaracterixed the 
document have this merit, that they 
poriuit ouch stjctiou a£ the Liberal party 
to interpret tho address favorably ac- 
cording to factional inclination and 
disarm the Conservatives of cogent 
eritici.sm. An extreme Kadical new.s- 
|ifiper, tlu! Dispatch, eonunenting on 
the address, says tiiat it prefers at pre- 
sent the leadership of Gladstone to 
that of Ohamberlaii!. "J I u may not be 
as Kadical as w(! wish,'' says tho Dia- 
jiatcli, "liiit lladicalism loses nothing 
liy bidiny its time." The Moderate 
Spectator di.'clares that the result of 
the manifesto will b(! to enable the 
Liberal party to march forwitrd like a 
wall, 

Perhaps the most remarkable proof 
of tlie power of th-.! manifesto is that 
allbrded bv tiie bourses which deal es- 
pecially in I'^gyptian, Turkish and lius- 
sian securities. In these markets 
lEgyptiati stocks fell ]^''pdint8, and 
Turkish and Kussian securitie.s fell 4' 
jioints almost immediately after the 
puljlication of the tenor of the docu- 
iiient. Tho s[)eculators whose s.ales 
brought about these declines (!X|)lain 
that tb(; situation created hy the man- 
ifesto is one of a |jrobable return of 
Gladstone to ollice; which they say 
means a British evacuation of Egypt 
and an uncertain foreign policy on that 
part of England. This extraordinary 
taking of time by the forelock would 
appear to establish tho fact tiiut Mr. 
Gladstoiii! is the most powerful man in 
tliij world.

An ommnus Btillnesa provails conceni- 

. ing operations nniong tho galmia dopusits 
of the Kootenay section . Two coinpaniea 
— the Ainsworth and a New Huvoii com- 
pany — secured footholds there on ox- 

^trbtnely advantageous terms; but in ac- 
cordiiboa y^ith pioniisea and calculations 
tKe date^;W,hen. bullion in the form of 
bricks wtis to be shipped out of that re- 
f;ion has long since passed and tho first 
"brick" has not made its appearance. A 
more unsatisfactory feature connected 
with these supposed mines is that al- 
though numerous specimens wore sent to 
Uow i'ork and England for ."issay and 
strenuous eft'orts wero made to float a 
joint stock company in England, little or 
no interest is felt anywhere in the 
m'inos. A recent arrival from Kootenay 
district reported that Ainsworth & Co. 
had only five or six employe's scratching 
about their claims, and that tho New 
Haven Co. were awaiting the receipt of 
additional capital to pusli forward their 
enterprise. All this sounds diaconrnging 
and raises a questioii whether tho Koote- 
nay mines are as rich as Humo people at 
£rst supposed them to be. Indeed, there 
i« reason to believe they were much ex- 
aggerated by the opponents of the Koote- 
nay Bill and the action of tho Ains- 
•worth Co. in surrendering 710,000 acres 
of the grant was an ovidenco of wisdom 
and forethought on thoir part. Either 
the two companies are working, like 
mules, in the dark to develop what is real- 
ly a property of incalculable richness or 
they are halting in their expenditure until 
they shall have ascertained the true worth 
of the concessions they have secured. The 

. time is fast approaching when the white 
"workingmen of British Columbia will 
stand in need of employment. One of 
the blessings it was promised would be 

' conferred by the opening of the Kootenay 
mines was the absorptiuu of surplus labor 
after tho 0. P. Railway had been com- 
pleted. Is tho promise to be fulOUed ? 
or i> the Kootenay country to continue to 
be in the future as it has been in the past 
the ierm incognita of British Columbia 1 
It is time the companies that were granted 
enormcpus oonoessions to enable tliem to 
develop.'B}iouId proceed to dovelop or oQor

apparent inaction. 

^ THE OCCUPATION OF PORT 
HAMILTON: 

There is no reason to believe that the 
occupation by the British naval forces at 
Port Hamilton, in theCurean archipelago, 
had anytbing to' do with the commuuica- 
tiuns then passing in Pekin. This occu- 
pation is, beyond doubt, intended to be 

. permanent. All the entrance to the har- 
bor, except one, have beon blocked to 
navigation; forts have been erected and 
other measures of defence have beon 
adopted. A number of marines re- 
cently left Hongkong to garrison tho 
place, which may now be accepted as tho 
latest addition to the empire of the Queen. 
The attitude of the Chinese towards this 
step, which was originally taken without 
their knowledge or concurrence, is under- 
Btood to be one of benevolent neutrality. 
Had it been possible they would much 
prefer that European powers, Great Bri- 
tain included, kept their hands off terri- 
tory adjoining their own . But they know 
that the English government has for flf- 
teen years past steadily resisted the urgent 
demands of its ufliuials in the east for tho 
occupation of the island; they know also 
that had the stop beon delayed for a 
month the RuBsiana would have occupied 
it, and that there was actually a kind uf 
race between the vessels of the two puw- 

■ era which would get there soonest. When, 
therefore, they were asked whether, if 
England withdrew,- they v^Quld guarantee 
that no other ■, power should" occupy any 
position on the Oorean coast, they wore 
forced to acknowledge that they could not 
hope to make such » gnnrnntoa eflbctiial. 
They would prefer the island to be left in 
its.qriginal state of isolation; but, as they 
canndt secpre , this, if it is tJ be occupied 
at "?ali*-tKei^.' prefer seeing &rmt Britain 
thertf,"~Thia is tho position which the 
empress and Prince Chiln have taken up 

with regard to this question.

The much talked of fight between Pro- 
fessor Young Dutchey and Phil Dawe 
took place at the Bijou theatre last eve- 
ning in the presence of a largo crowd of 
people, most, if not all, of whom wero 
disappointed.

John Hankena and Thomas Palmer sec- 
onded Dawe and Alexander Stewart and 
Billy Hall were seconds for Dutchey. 
Harry Morgan was chosen referee, and 
Tommy Clancy and Billy Stevenson timo- 
keepera. Daw entered the ring first, 
closely followed by Dutchey, Both men 
wero greeted with applause. Dawu wore 
white knee pants, black stockings, a red 
and blue sash and rubbers. .Dutchey 
wore white knee pants, bare calves, short 
stockings, canvas shoes and a white sash. 
Dutchey won the toas, and took the north- 
west corner. The gloves were the regu- 
lation three-ounce gloves. 

I<'ir8t Hound — Dutchey led off with hia 
right, catching his adversory on tho side 
of tho head, knocking to his knees. Dawe 
came up quickly, and it was plainly to bo 
seen that he would forco the fighting. 
Tho men clinched and fell, got up, 
clinched again and fell. At thi end of 
this round Dutchey had tho best of the 
fight, and most everyone thought he would 
win. 

Second Rouad — When time was called 
Dawe came to tho centre much fresher 
than his antagonist, and commenced forc- 
ing the fight from the beginning, and 
drove his adversary on to the ropes sev- 
eral times. The remainder of the three 
minutes wore taken up in wruatling and 
rolling about the floor. 

Third Round — It was apparent from 
the start that this round would end tho 
fight. Dawe seemed quite fresh, while 
Dutchoy was groggy and apparently about 
played out, one of his arms hanging by 
his side. The men clinched and foil. Both 
got to their feet in time, tho professor as- 
sisting himself by the ropes.

"In April," nays Mr. Mus- 
gravo, "I wont to an auction room, and, 
after looking at tho bodies of hundreds of 
birds, ascortainod that botweon Decem- 
ber, 1884, and April, 1885, there had 
been sold G,828 birds of paradise, 4,97-1 
Impeyan phessauta, 770 so-called Argus 
404,404 West Indian and Brazilian birds, 
and 350,384 E:i«t Indian birds of various 
kinds, Loayiiig the city, I went to an- 
other district and there saw tho birds 
being mounted for the milliners, uphol- 
sterers, aud doalora in fancy articles. 
Pursuing tho birds still further, I 
traced tlie breast of a lopharphoiia Im- 
poyanus to a general servant's Sunday 
hat, and soma humming-birds and a king-

To Tin; Editor: — In reference to the 
action of tho council in cutting off the 
supply of water to parties outside the city 
limits, it appears to mo to bo consistent 
the supply furnished to ahippicg ought 
also to be out ofi^ I venture to presume 
that the quantity of water obtained at the 
city wharves by steamers and other ves- 
sels amounts to nearly a third of the whole 
supply, and that at a coat of only GO cents 
per thousand gallons I 

Now, keeping in view the importance 
of our ability to furnish an adequate sup- 
ply of water to our shipping I fail to see 
the justice of granting that supply at a 
rate so grossly below that charged to an 
ordinary consumer, and, in fine, I fail to 
seo tho justice of granting the supply at 
all; 

Every dollar's worth of the unredeemed 
water works dobonturea is a charge upon 
all the real estate in tho city of Victoria 
and upon tho local govornmont, and yet 
ratepayers havo to appeal to the highest 
tribunal in the prnvinco to got anything 
like a fair supply of water, while millions 
of gallons aro flowing to waste, sprinkled 
on streets and drawn off by Bteamors and 
ships. 

It is time a more elaborate system res- 
pecting the manngonient of the water sup- 
ply were put in force. Ratepayer.

lie Sacrifices lii« lilTe in an At- 
, i^jteuipc to Save 'a Baby 
' ' EIc|>haut. 

BuFKALO, Sept. 18. — R. Haight, repre- 
senting BarnuRi, arrived hero yesterday. 
Ho gives the following particulars of tho 
death of tho elephant .Jumbo, at St. 
Thomas, Ontario. After the show the 
driver started down tho track with Jumbo 
and the baby elo[)hant Tom Thumb, to 
whore a Grand Trunk train was standing. 
Thoro are a great many tracks at that 
point, used in switching cars on the Grand 
Trunk Air Line, which there joins the 
main roan. On onoaide of tho track was 
a train, and on tho other a sleep embank- 
ment. As tho train came around a curve 
tho keeper tried to induce Jumbo to 'go 
down tho embankment, but he would not. 
The rgasnn at first was not apparent. The 
baby elephant was in the rear, and as the 
train approached .Tunibo bpgan to hollow 
and swing his trunk. The little elephant 
suonied dazed, hut did not get out of the 
way. As tho engine was almoat upon 
thom .Jumbo raised on his hind legs, aa 
though to protect tho baby, and then 
quick as thought dropped down and 
grabbed him in hia trunk and hurled him 
with groat force over all the tracks and 
uf>aiiist a fruij^lit car twenty roda away, 
whero ho dropped down, whining like a 
puppy with a sore foot. 

Jumbo, in saving tho life of his proteg^, 
entirely neglected his own chance to es- 
cape. The locomotive struck him with 
full force in the side, crowding him 
against some cars on tho aide nearest hini 
and fairly atiueezing tho life out of him. 

When they came to the end of tho 
switch the eimine left the track with five 
freight cars that stood on the siding. 
Then there was a scone never to be for- 
gotten by those who witnessed it. The 
mangled beast roared with pain, and the 
littio elephant roared as loudly aa ho 
could, in sympiithy. 1'lie crush waa too 
heavy to leave any chanco of recovery, 
and the bysiandera could only wait for 
Juinbo'a death. It was not long delayed. 
In three minutes he turned on hia back, 
dead. It was found that ihe baby ele- 
phant had BustBined a broken leg, and as 
there waa no help for him orders woro 
i^iven that he be put out of his misery, 
whichordera were carried into efioct yester- 
day afternoon.

•hily. iS2(!, just a lialf ceiilnr)' after tho 
Doelarution of Independence which they 
]iad joined in making, .lellerson, liUe his 
compiitriots, was buried in his family 
Iburying ground, at his homo in Monticello. 

llo had written on the lly leaf of an old 
acconnl book his wishes coneeruini; it. 
" Choose, " his uienioraudum .s:;id, "some 
unfrequented vale in the park. where there 
, . is no aouud to break the stillnes.s but a 
' 'brook that hubbiiug ^ind^ among the 
■wooda Lot it bo among aneiont and ven- 
erable oaks, interspersed witli somo 
gloomy evergreens. Approj>riate one- 
Lal£:to.-tli6 use of niy family, and the 
other to strangers, servants, etc. J.et tho 
■ exit look upon a snmll and distant part of 
the Blue niountaiu.s. "These directions 
•\vore substantially carried out. A llttlo 
iuclosurc, contaiuiug somo thirty graves, 
stauds amid tho woods ou the road that 
■ leads from C'harlottsviile to MonlicoUo, 
' . and d gruuilo obelisk, much clipped by 
Tolic-buuters, marks tho grave of the ex- 
presidcnt. 

In tho samo pjirt of Virginia, in a small 
inclo'suro ncnr bis homo in iMoutpolior, 
lies the successor of .lefl'erson, James Mad- 
ison, fourth president. Uesido him are 
buried his wife, who died in 1S1!», surviv- 
ing hini almost thirty years, and two 
nephews. The other \'iiginia presidrnts 
— Mouroe and 'I'yler lie within a few feet 
of each other in the lino cemetery of Hol- 
lywood, at Hichniond. Munroe's death, 
like those of .lohn Ailams and Jell'erson, 
fell upon the fourlh uf ,luly. He, tuo, 
in 18!il, live years after hi.s great prede- 
cessors and i!lders, marked the nation's 
birthday by his close. He died in .New 
York, a pour man, and his remains were 
entombed there until in iS-'iS the legisla- 
ture of Virginia leiuoved tbeiu to liolly- 
■wood and placed them in a substantial 
vault, marked by a Gothic templo on a 
foundation of \ irginia granite. Tyler's 
grave, near by, is scarcely makcd at all; a 
little mountl with a magnolia tree at the 
bead is poi'Ued out as the sjiol. 

Tho three Tennessee presidiatls were 
buried at their homes, .lacksoa at the 
Hermitage, near ^'ashvilie, his wife be- 
side him. A massive monument of Ten 
iicssep granite marks tho place. I'olk is 
buried m Nashville at the old I'amily 
homestead. Ho survived .laeksun only 
four years, dying in liS-li). The gravi- is 
bandsomcly iut losed, and a block twelve 
feet square by twelve feet in lieigbl hciirs 
the inscription. Andrew .Johnson's grave 
is at (ireonville, on a spot selected by 
himself. His three sons have erected a 
liuudsomo moQUuieut of marble on a base 
of granite. It bears uumcroiis patriotic 
emblems';' d liag. 'an eugld,-a 'scroll of tho 
constitution, etc., while the inscription 
_dco]Srcs: '"His failh iii the people never 
'wavered; "' f ' 
, 'Martin Van ^Buren lies in the village 
cemetery at Kinderhook, N. Y., in a fam- 
ily lot, bis resting place marked by a 
modest granite shaft. He died in the 
Bummer of lbU;i, when the civil war was 
at its height. His successor, Harrison, 
was buried at his old home at .\'oi tli IJend, 
on the Ohio, a few miles below ('iiiciu- 
liati. An uufe.uced moiiiul, over a fam- 
ily vault, foi-merly neglected, but more 
recently carefully kept, mai-ks the spot. 

The dust of /.aclutry Taylor is now 
buried in the cemetery at Frankfort, l\v. , 
after several removals. >lilhivd h'lll 
more's grave is at l''o; -,'St Lawn cenicl"ry, 
three miles from BuU'alo. and that of 
Pierce iu the old cemetery at Concord, N, 
il. Buchanan is buried at 'Wooward Hill 
cemetery. 

The most inagnilicent of all the me- 
morials to the dead presidents i.i that o\ er 
the resting place of Lincoiu, in the Uak 
'Kidge cemetery at f^pringfield. Ills. It 
■was dedicated in 1874, and cost .'i<'J.'ii),O0O. 

Garfield is buried in i.aive View (.einu 
tery, at ('levclaud, where a grand 
mausoleum has been erected in his honor. 

Of the eighteen dead presidents, two 
only lie in the samo place. Two were 
lauried in Massachusetts, two in New 
York, tivc in A'irginia, tin ce in Tennessee, 
two in Ohio, and one each in .\cw Ham|)- 
shire, Pennsylvania, ICenlucky and Illi- 
nois. ' Eight iio in private grounds, or 
family b.i'rial places, as in the case of the 
Adamses at Ciuiucy.
